1. Under the provisions of N,I,A, Directive No, 5, which 


charges the Director of Central Intelligence with acting for the 


National Intelligence Authority in coordinating oll Federal |

intelligence is announced, 


2, Categories of Biographic Personalities 


a4, Allocation of primary responsibilities for reporting 
piographic data, producing biographic intelligence, and 


neintaining comprehensive supporting files on various 


categories of personalities, is made to the intelligence 


agencies represented on the Intelligence Advisory Board, in 


tabular form below:

intelligence agency, nothing in this Directive prevents or 
restricts such agency from reporting and neintaining a 
piopraphic file on that individual, so long as the | 
departmental agency holding primary rosponsibility is auly 
informed, and is furnished with the data necessary for its 
own file, 

c. Each intelligence agency has the responsibility to 
bts and evaluate biographic intelligence on personalities 
‘within its own categories of primary responsibility for the 

other agencies requesting and authorized to receive same, or 

if desired, to make available the appropriate source material. — 
In this connection, agencies will circulate to one another 
and to C,1,G, a list of qualified and security-approved — 


personnel authorized to engage in direct liaison, 


3, Coordination at foreign posts 


a, The chief of mission of each embassy, legation, or 
foretgn post has the: over-all responsibility, in accordance _ 
with the principles of this Directive, PoP. _coordins oting the, 


collection of biographic intelligence in his geographical

area. To effect this coordination he will: 

(1) Maintain « local coordinated biographic file on. 
all importent personalities, 

(2) Insure thet all personalities in the above » 
categories are being covered by blographic reports, and 
that the responsibility for such reports is delegated to 
departuental field represontatives ee far as possible in 
accordance with the appropriate departmental primary 
sesponsteriaes listed above, | | 

(3) Insure that whenever one or more of the departmental 
intelligence agencies are not represented at a foreign os 
post, reporting on the appropriate categories of foreign 
personalities of such agencies is delegated to the extent 
possible to other members of the staft. 
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b, Field representatives of each intelligonce agency 
will be directed by their departmental agoncy tos 
(1) Cooperate in the coordination measures for 
biographic intelligence svapentbed by the chief of 
nission, | | 
(2) eronpety enter into the lecal plographic file ALL 
sourco material and copies of biographic data reports on 
personalities within their own departmental categories of 
primary pesponsibility. | 
(3) Enter in the local blographic file and bring to. 
the attention of the appropriate representative any other: ~ 
biographic date or material, of interest to the latter, 
which nee. tie their attention, 
(4) Collegt information and report on personalities 
‘other than within their own categories of primary 
responsibility when directed by the chief of mission due. 
to the nonrepresentation at the post of the departmentel 
agency of primary responsibility. - 
(5) Promptly forward to their home office piographic 
reports reflecting the source materials which have been 
collected and entered in the local biogrephic file from 


any source and which fall into their departmental agency 


categories of primary interest, (Whenever the activities . 


of personalitics reported upon places or appears to place 
them in more than one category of prinary respensibility, 
each interested field representative will forward to his 
home office his own estimate of the personality together 
with a reference to the report prepared by the othor 
interested field representatives, ) 

(6) Call to the attention of and make availabke to the 
chief of mission and to the other field representatives 
all directives and instructions on the subject of 
blographic intelligence which are réceived from their 


home office, 
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4, Standardization and use. of blographic reporting forms, For 
the present one form, to be called the Summary Report For, 
will be standardized and this to the extent that it contains 
the basic factual data on the top as shown in the Enclosure, 


and is not over 8" wide and approximately 13" long, 


5, The Director of Central Intelligence will undertake to 
exploit, for the benefit of C,1I,G, and the departmental agencies, 
sources of biographic information from Governnent agencles noe 
represented on the I,A,B., and Will maintain such other 
‘biographic files within O.1.G. as he deers necessary to comply 


with the President's directive, 


5, The Director of Central Intelligence will take the 
necessary measures to ascertain gaps in coverage of biographic 


intelligence and to undertake remedial action therefor.,. 


7. Departmental intelligence agencies wlll immediately issue. 


such directives to the field as will insure that this plan may 


s 


come into operation not later than 1 January 1947.
